$700 Million State Tax Boost Asked

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Gov . 
Rockefeller 
sent a 
$5.5 billion 
state budget to the Legislature 
today 
with 
requests 
for 
nine 
state tax increases designed to 
yield $49 4 
million 
during 
the 
new fiscal year. 
He called for a big 20 per 
cent boost in the perso nal in­ 
come tax, plus fat increases in 
the lev ies on liquor, gasoline, 
pari mutuel racing, large corpo­ 
rations, small businesses, banks 
and utilities. 
Minimizes Im pact 
Actually, o v er a full calendar 
year, the tax increases he pro­ 
posed would require taxpayers 
to pay a total of $700 million 
mo re. But Rockefeller stagger­ 
ed the effectiv e dates, to mini­ 
mize the im m ediate im pact in 
the fiscal year beginning April 1. 
As he had indicated well in 


adv ance, 
Rockefeller told the 
politically 
div ided 
Legislature 
that the tax boosts were essen­ 
tial to prov ide mo re state aid 
for 
education, 
medicaid 
and 
o ther welfare pro gram s. 
His 
proposed 
budget 
would 
raise state spending from $4,658 
billion to S5.494 billion, includ­ 
ing a $500 million increase in 
state aid. 
Still, he observ ed, the record- 
breaking 
$8 56 million 
rise 
in 
spending would be far less than 
the 
$1.5-billion 
aid 
increase 
sought by communities across 
the state. 
“ There is a definite limitation 
upon the ability of a go v ernor 
to keep down increases in ex­ 
penditures,” 
he 
contended 
in 
his budget message. 
A R eluctant Legislature 
Rockefeller sent his record- 
smashing budget into the teeth 
of a 
Legislature 
reluctant to 
consider tax increases in this 


election year. All seats in the 
Senate and Assembly will be at 
stake in next No v ember's elec­ 
tion. 
While Republican leaders of

sym pathetic 
to

v ance tax signals, the Assem­ 
bly's Demo cratic leadership has 
been hostile.

One facto r motiv ating Demo­ 
crats is their awareness that 
Ro ckefeller's stock as a poten­ 
tial presidential candidate is on 
the rise.

—He proposed to cut back the 
state's medicaid pro gram to the 
reduced lev els of federal sup­ 
port. warning that the alterna­ 
tiv e would be further tax in­ 
creases of alH)ut $200 million, 
- He reco mmended a 10 per 
cent increase in the lev el of 
state for the public schools, far 
less than that sought by profes­ 
sional educators, but probably 


sufficient to appease 
the de­ 
m ands from that quarter. The 
fiscal year cost would be $60 
million. 
He pencilled in an 8 per 
cent pay raise for the state’s 
140,000 
employes, 
who 
hav e 
been clamoring for increases of 
20 per cent and beyond. This 
also would cost $60 million in 
bis budget. 
He imposed on all depart­ 
m ent and agency heads a “ spe 
cial economy sav ing” estimated 
at $8 1 million. They would be 
left to decide how to curb spend­ 
ing to liv e within the funds he 
allotted. 
Time to Adjust 
Income taxpayers would be 
hit with the heav iest increase - 
a 20 per cent surcharge on their 
tax bills, beginning Jan. 1 this 
year.

Heav y Damage 
As Freighter, 
Barges Co llide 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - A 
freighter and a string of three 
barges—two laden with high oc­ 
tane 
gaso line—collided 
in 
the 
Houston 
Ship 
Channel 
today 
turning the w ater into a blazing 
inferno. H eav y dam age was re­ 
po rted on the freighter following 
a gigantic explosion. 
State 
police 
repo rted 
none 
abo ard any of the v essels suf­ 
fered serious injuries. They in­ 
cluded 32 perso ns taken off the 
outbound foreign flag freighter, 
the Christiane. 
Tugs started mov ing the d am ­ 
aged freighter to w ard the Todd 
Shipyards at the Island port of 
Galv esto n for repairs to its bow 
which sheared into oil barges in 
the ship channel. 
Two of the barges being m a ­ 
neuv ered by a tug carried 17,- 
000 and 13.000 barrels of 9 4-oc­ 
tane gasoline respectiv ely. The 
barges caught fire and so did 
so me of the cargo on the decks 
of the Christiane, including fiv e 
trucks. 
F lam es v isible for m o re than 
20 miles swept the superstruc­ 
tu re of the 372-foot craft, of 
Liberian registry and owned by 
the Christiane Shipping Co. of 
B erm uda. 
The 
near-disaster 
o ccurred 
abo ut 12:30 a.m., two hours aft­ 
er a series of blasts and to w er­ 
ing flam es engulfed a unit of the 
Shell 
Chemical 
Co. 
plant

At least four persons required

after

chem ical plant blaze. Authori­ 
ties said there was no connec­ 
tion between the freighter explo­ 
sion and the fire at Shell. 
Witnesses in a crowd gathered 
at the Shell plant, which is 20 
miles 
southeast 
of

before fire engulfed the ship. 
Hundreds of firemen battled 
for hours to quench the ship and 
b?

HOUSTON. Tex. (AP) - A 
freighter and a string of three 
barges—two laden with high oc­ 
tane gasoline—collided 
in the 
Houston 
Ship 
Channel 
today 
turning the water into a blazing 
inferno. Heavy damage was re­ 
ported on the freighter following 
a gigantic explosion. 
State 
police 
reported 
none 
aboard any of the vessels suf 
fcred serious injuries. They in­ 
cluded 32 persons taken off the 
outbound foreign flag freighter, 
the Chriatiane, 
Tugs started moving the dam ­ 
aged freighter toward the Todd 
Shipyards at the Island port of 
Galveston for repairs to its bow 
which sheared into oil barges in 
the ship channel. 
Two of the barges being m a­ 
neuvered by a tug carried 17, 
OOO and 13.000 barrels of 94 oc 
tane gasoline respectively. The 
barges caught fire and so did 
some of the cargo on the decks 
of the Christiane, including five 
trucks. 
Flam es visible for more than 
20 miles swept the superstruc­ 
ture of the 372 foot craft, of 
Liberian registry and owned by 
the Christiane Shipping Co. of 
Bermuda.

about 12:30 a.m ., two hours aft­ 
er a series of blasts and tower­ 
ing flames engulfed a unit of the 
Shell Chemical Co.

That telLs much abo ut o ur 
British co usins, who must pro duce mo re and ex po rt 
mo re to o v erco me their eco no mic deterio ratio n, 
marked by the recent dev aluatio n o f the po und. Ob­ 
v io usly , y earning fo r a sho rt week will no t pro duce 
mo re fo r ex po rt to mend their balance o f pay ments 
and suppo rt the po und. 
No r are we any mo re co nsistent in o ur wants. Fo r a 
natio n that g iv es prio rity to a cancer cure, we do no t 
suppo rt o ur wish when the reco rd sho ws we smo ked 
mo re cig arettes this past y ear than any o ther y ear in 
histo ry despite the co ntinuing warning s o f the U. S.

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Looking to Year 2000 


A poll of the five largest Western nations showed 
people surprisingly more concerned with finding a cure 
for cancer between now and the year 2,000 than any 
other problem facing the world today. The poll was 
made by the French Institute of Public Opinion and 
interviewed Americans, British, Italian, West Ger­ 
mans as well as Frenchmen. 
Next on the list, all but one of the countries sur­ 
veyed, is abolishing war. Current events and divisions 
notwithstanding, half the French believed that there 
would be no war before the end of the century, and 
war itself would be abolished as an instrument of 
national policy by that time. 
The British alone among the five peoples, listed 
as the issue second in importance—the establishing of 
a 30-hour w-ork week. That tells much about our 
British cousins, who must produce more and export 
more to overcome their economic deterioration, 
marked by the recent devaluation of the pound. Ob­ 
viously, yearning for a short week will not produce 
more for export to mend their balance of payments 
and support the pound. 
Nor are we any more consistent in our wants. For a 
nation that gives priority to a cancer cure, we do not 
support our wish when the record show's we smoked 
more cigarettes this past year than any other year in 
history despite the continuing warnings of the U. S. 
Public Health Service about the cancer risk in that 
habit. With many of us in all countries, wanting and 
doing remain far apart. It is up to us wishers to make 
and keep stem resolves. 
U.S. Troop Dollars 


Because United States commitments mean sta­ 
tioning tens of thousands of American troops abroad, 
their payment and the money they spend in foreign 
countries form a sizeable part of the unfavorable bal­ 
ance of payments. Missions dispatched to Europe and 
Asia found our allies in both continents understanding 
and sympathetic to Piesident Johnson’s program to 
close the dollar gap. 
While there were no negotiations or commitments 
asked or given, a readiness to cooperate with this 
country’s aim was found. The most favored method 
was one by which nations earning dollars by the pres­ 
ence of United States troops could use them to invest 
in the United States through the purchase of medium 
term Treasury bonds, as Germany has done in the 
past, not cash them in gold, as France does. 
The missions were headed by Undersecretary of 
State Nicholas deB. Katzenbaeh, who covered Fkiro- 
pean allies; and Eugene V. Rostow, undersecretary for 
political affairs, who visited allies in Asia. The hope 
is that new techniques of cooperation will be found 
to bixnaden and diversify the means of cooperation so 
that all will be able to take part. The missions must 
be scored as successful in laying the groundwork for 
the negotiations to cut down the deficit in tile balance 
of payments.

Most people think of the work they do between 
now- and April 15, the deadline for filing their federal 
income tax report, as a bad dream. They are launched 
now on a three-month-long headache of figures they’d 
rather forget.

WASHINGTON - The 1968 
presidential campaign begins 
for 
all 
practical 
purposes 
Wednesday night when Presi­ 
dent Johnson delivers sim ul­ 
taneously 
to 
a 
nationwide 
audience and a joint session of 
both houses of Congress his 
address on the “ State of the 
Union." 
What a big advantage a 
president enjoys as he a s­ 
sembles such a mass of people 
of three networks, while no 
other prospective nominee of 
the Democratic or Republican 
party is given before the sam e 
audience an opportunity im ­ 
mediately to analyze what has 
been said and point out alter­ 
natives! 
Today there are more tele­ 
vision sets than at any time 
in American history, and it is 
logical to assume that first 
impressions are often lasting 
and that an image of strength 
or weakness can be given 
which will affect the voters. 
Many citizens, of course, who 
are displeased with existing 
policies will turn off their sets 
and refuse to listen. Another 
segment will watch for awhile 
and 
grow 
weary 
of 
high- 
sounding phrases, since many 
persons are unfam iliar any 
now with the significance of 
some of the statem ents being 
made. But a huge number 
will be impressed just because 
a 
President 
of the 
United 
has spoken. 
The chances are that Mr. 
Johnson will gain rather than 
lose votes by his television ad 
dress 
largely 
because 
the 
“ other side" will not be pre 


sented. It is true that the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting Sys 
tem has scheduled an hour- 
long Republican view of the 
‘‘State of the Union" on Janu 
ary 
23, 
and 
the 
National 
Broadcasting Company has a1 
located a half hour broadcast 
on January 26. These are. 
however, 
six to nine days 
after the President's speech. 
By that time the listeners of 
this Wednesday night may re 
member little of what was 
said by Mr. Johnson. Indeed, 
the audience mobilized by the 
opposition will be much sm al­ 
ler. 
If. of course, the Republi­ 
cans could in some m anner 
persuade form er Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon, Governor Romney 
of 
Michigan 
and 
Governor 
Rockefeller of New York to 
appear on television together 
and analyze the President's 
speech on the sam e night or 
the next night, the audience 
would be large and the public 
would get closen to an under­ 
standing of both sides. But 
these prominent men — who 
have been mentioned as poten­ 
tial 
Republican 
nominees— 
are dealing at the moment 
with their own party organ­ 
izations. which can hardly be 
won over just by television 
speeches. 
Still, from the standpoint of 
the Republican Party and its 
opportunity to win an election. 
it is unfortunate that none of 
the possible Republican presi­ 
dential nominees are going to 
be on the air either im m ed­ 
iately after Mr. Johnson has 


spoken or within a couple days 
later. 
Naturaly President Johnson 
in his address will be propos­ 
ing legislation to Congress, 
and he will be arguing the 
merits of his projected pro 
gram s without a mention of 
politics, but in truth he will 
be making a c a m p a i g n 
speech. What he says about 
the riots and crim e and the 
incitements to violence which 
are going on unpunished will 
be im portant to the electorate. 
It is waiting for something be­ 
sides alibis and attem pts to 
shift responsibility to the state 
and city governments. 
The American people, more­ 
over. want a straightforw ard 
explanation of why our arm ed 
forces are in Vietnam and our 
objectives 
there. 
The 
elec­ 
torate is also anxious to learn 
why domestic spending has 
reached such unprecedented 
proportions and why dollars 
supplied by government for 
public projects are so often 
wasted. 
It is generally conceded that 
the nation is in a state of dis­ 
content and that, if the voters 
follow their custom ary prac­ 
tice when in such a mood, the 
a d m inis tr atio n in power and 
the m ajority party in Con­ 
gress will face heavy losses 
at the polls in November. 
President 
Johnson, 
there­ 
fore. will find on Wednesday 
night an audience critical in 
large 
part 
but 
fair minded 
enough to listen to his argu­ 
ments and the remedies he 
prescribes for the ills of the 
country.

Johnson, who has turned out 
to be the most vigorous con­ 
sum ers' champion ever to sit 
in the White House, is prepar­ 
ing another food inspection 
bill.

to look over their plants if

It even lacks sufficient in­ 
spectors to adequately check 
on the 2,200 fish processing 
plants and canneries which 
operate 
in 
interstate 
com­ 
m erce in the United States. 
These 
plants 
are 
inspected 
only about once a year, if that 
often. 
In addition, there are 1,500 
intrastate 
processing 
plants 
and caneries not subject to 
federal inspection. State in­ 
spection in some states is lax 
or nonexistent. 
Meanwhile fish have pre­ 
sented several health hazards, 
which 
on 
occasion 
have 
caused death or epidemics. 
One was the well-known case 
of 
botulism 
which 
started 
from eating smoked salmon in 
Ohio 
and 
Michigan, 
and 
caused several deaths. Cases 
of hepititis have also been 
traced 
to shellfish 
dredged 
from too near sewage outlets. 
Finally, there is fish spoil­ 
age due to poor tem peratures, 
causing salmonella or nausea. 
Another problem has been 
the use of antibiotics to rem ­ 
edy fish spoilage. All of this 
has been impossible to check 
by the small staff of food and 
drug inspectors, even when 
they have jurisdiction. 
Fisherm an's Champion 
There is also the question 


of 
inspecting 
72.000 
fishing 
vessels for health and sanita­ 
tion. 
To remedy this, the White 
House is drafting a tough fish 
inspection act giving more au­ 
thority to the Food and Drug 
Administration, larger staffs 
and federal jurisdiction over 
intrastate canneries and proc­ 
essing plants, unless and un­ 
til 
individual 
tate* 
bolster 
their own inspection. 
One interesting fact about 
the fish inspection proposal is 
that the champion consum ers’ 
guardian on Capitol Hill is 
long-time bachelor Sen. W ar­ 
ren 
Magnuson, 
who 
comes 
from one of the biggest fish­ 
ing states, Washington. One 
of his best political friends 
and backers is Nick Bez, an 
old poker-playing pal of Harry 
Trum an’s. 
Ignoring the opposition of 
the fishing industry, Magnu­ 
son is going to introduce the 
President’s fish inspection bill, 
and will push it through his 
Senate Commerce Committee. 
He is convinced that, de­ 
spite some protests, healthy 
fish will be the biggest boon 
to fisherm an in the long run. 
Housewives

clined not to buy it again. 
Magnuson has been working 
with the Russians and the 
Japanese to protect American 
salmon, halibut, and the big 
fishing banks off both coasts 
of America. 
He will compile 
this with a forthright fish in­ 
spection bill to revitalize the 
entire firing industry. 
LBJ and Babies 
Unless he changes his mind 
at the last minute. President

More recently, Food and 
Drug agents seized 16 million

search for more than 30 years 
and m anufactured under the 
regulations and inspection of 
FDA. 
The FDA has had la­ 
bels in its possession for sev­ 
en years bearing the exact 
ingredients which it now con­ 
siders “dangerous to health 
when used in the frequency 
and duration prescribed, rec­ 
ommended and suggested in 
their labeling." 
This is the

If Johnson could bring the 
w ar to a satisfactory end be­ 
fore the election, it might be 
all he’d need to win. 
If the 
war drags on. there’s no pre­ 
dicting the effect on him. 
More 
Negro 
riots, 
and 
probably worse than in 1967, 


look likely if only because no 
great steps have been taken 
to prevent them. One of them 
might even occur during the 
Democratic convention in Chi­ 
cago next August. 
Reflected In Voting 
Public reaction to the riots, 
and what Johnson does or 
fails to do about them, will 
inevitably be reflected in next 
November's voting. 
Only one president In this 
century. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. sought re election in the 
midst of a war. At that time 
this was no handicap to him. 
The country was totally dedi 
cated to crushing fascism. 
There was no war when 
President H arry S. Truman 
ran the first time in 1948 and 
was elected. 
But the Korean 
war was two years old. with 
no end in sight, when he had 
to decide about running a sec­ 
ond time in 1952. 
By then he

under heavy criticism 
about Korea.

year. 
Johnson hasn’t said yes or no 
about trying again. 
That's 
not unsual. P. was a lot later

He didn’t announce his non­ 
candidacy 
until

29, 
1952, which was 18 days after 


he lost the New Hampshire 
primary to a fellow Demo­ 
crat, Sen. Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee. 
In a way Kefauver was to 
Truman — but in a much 
stronger way — what another 
Democrat. Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy of Minnesota. Is to 
Johnson now. Kefauver really 
wanted to be president. 
McCarthy Intentions 
The 
same can’t be said 
about McCartehy. 
There's a 
fog over his intentions and 
has been since last Nov. 30 
when he said he would go into 
some presidential primaries. 
It 
certainly 
isn’t 
clear 
whether, if he did well In the 
prim aries, he would go on to 
try for the Democratic nomi­ 
nation. 
He almost certainly 
has no chance for it. 
Right 
now 
his 
purpose 
seems to be to put enough 
pressure on Johnson to make 
him soften his Vietnam poli­ 
cy. But if this doesn't work. 
what will he do? 
If U.S. policy In Vietnam 
r e m a i n s unchanged. Mc­ 
Carthy has said, he’ll carry 
his challenge all the way to a 
battle for the nomination. But 
for a man going to all this 
trouble he seems to have a 
languid view of his chances.

charges under the supplemen­ 
tal 
‘’doctor

insurance 
which 17.6 million of them 
signed up for in Medicare’s 
first year and a half. 
That 
means the 
monthly 
premium the 
s i g n e r s pay 
(matched b y the gov ernment) 
goes up in 1968 to help meet 
the added cost. Some 28 mil­ 
lion doctor b ills already hav e 
b een 
paid 
under 
the 
pro­ 
gram. 
Very likely that premium 
will climb some more in the 
years 
ahead. 
The 
original 
Medicare law said the gov ern­ 
ment could raise it ev ery two 
years. 
The 
1967 
rev isions 
changed that to read "ev ery 
year.” 
Incidentally, people who b e­ 
come eligib le for this insur­ 
ance at age 65 b ut do not sign 
up at the first official oppor­ 
tunity automatically hav e to 
pay a higher premium if and 
when they finally do sign up. 
It rises ab out 10 per cent for 
each year of delay. 
The 1967 Social Security law 
rev isions make it easier here­ 
after to claim b enefits under 
the supplemental doctor b ill 
insurance. 
Two Wa y s fo r Pa y ment 
There are two ways to get 
payment. If your 
d o c t o r 
agrees, you can assign the 
matter to him and he applies 
to the gov ernment for pay­ 
ment. If he will not do this, 
you formerly had to pay the 
b ill and then apply for pay­ 
ment b y the gov ernment. 
Beginning in January. 1968. 
if your doctor does not wish to 
apply for payment, you can do 
so ev en if you hav e not paid 
the b ill. All you need to do is 
get an itemized b ill and send 
it in with your application. 
Supplemental i n s u r a n c e 
cov ers doctor b ills run up 
through 
office 
v isits, 
house 
calls, serv ices performed in a 
hospital or extended care fa­ 
cility. 
But routine physical check­ 
ups 
are 
not 
included, 
and 
neither are v accine shots, tests 


for eyeglasses or hearing aids. 
Plastic surgery for "cosmet­ 
ic reasons” is out. So is ordi­ 
nary dental care. As for psy­ 
chiatric care outside a hospi­ 
tal. the insurance cov ers just 
half of the b ill, up to $250 a 
year.

Incidentally, people who be­ 
com e eligible for this insur­ 
ance at age 65 but do not sign 
up at the first official oppor­ 
tunity autom atically have to 
pay a higher prem ium if and 
when they finally do sign up. 
It rises about IO per cent for 
each y ear of delay. 
The 1967 Social Security law 
revisions m ake it easier h ere­ 
after to claim benefits under 
the supplem ental doctor bill 
insurance. 
Two Ways for Payment 
There a re two ways to get 
paym ent. 
If your d o c t o r 
agrees, you can assign the 
m atter to him and he applies 
to the governm ent for pay­ 
m ent. If he will not do this, 
you form erly had to pay the 
bill and then apply for pay­ 
m ent by the governm ent. 
Beginning in Jan u ary . 1968. 
if your doctor does not wish to 
apply for paym ent, you can do 
so even if you have not paid 
the bill. All you need to do is 
get an item ized bill and send 
it in with your application.

ex -drug addict.

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Conrad Rooks: What Drives Kids to Pot?

A r Ne w»f ta ta ret Writer 
Parent1! and school* can drive 
a weak child to drink. After 
th.it, he may go to ’ pot," say* 
Conrad Rooks, who did. 
Rooks tried every kind of 
drug from marijuana to African 
bwang and chilam, as well as 
LSD, peovte. and the better- 
known 
barbellate* before 
he 
was cured. 
The p s y c h e d e l i c movie, 
“Chappaqua,” which he wrote, 
directed, produced and acted im 
attempts to show the horrors at 
It all. 


Rooks, who wears hi* blond 
hair in the chopped mod fash­ 
ion. and who prefers custom-tai­ 
lored Nehru suit*, looks more 
like a suburban boy from Chap­ 
paqua, N.Y., where he spent 
some cf hi* early years, than an 
ex-drug addict. 
Now 32, he nasn’t had a drink, 
dope or cigarette* which 
he 
says was the hardest of all to 
give up in about five years. He 
used $750,OCK) of his inheritance 
to bring his story to the screen 
as a catharsis and "to show 
young people the hell, torture 
and horror of trying to cleanse 
oneself of such evils.” 


At 21 he was a disgrace to hi* 
wealthy family who lived just 
off 
Fifth 
Avenue. 
Marijuana 
landed him on the front page of 
the New York Daily New* and 
his family was in hysterics. His 
father was pre*-dent of a large 
manufacturing company. 
“I keep asking myself why 
.. . Was it liecause my father 
gave too much time to busi­ 
ness? Was it the divorce so that 
we were no longer a family 
unit? Did I resent his rem ar­ 
riage when I was 13 . . . Was it 
school failures, my inferiority 
complex and loneliness? 
‘My parents were certainly 


not alcoholics but when I saw 
them and their friends drinking 
I associated alcohol with adult 
life. Kids are in a great hurry to 
grow. After awhile, Marijuana 
became more interesting to me 
than alcohol." 
Something else happens too. 
Parents are to busy to notice 
what is happening until it is too 
late, he says. 
When he was still a teen-ager. 
Conrad 
was 
hanging 
around 
Third Avenue bars bolstering 
his morale with adult conversa­ 
tion that stimulated him more 
than 
schoolwork. 
Soon drugs 
gave him an even greater lift 


and he could afford the $500 a 
week to buy them. 
“I didn’t have to steal cars, 
televisions, ice boxes to buy 
them as some kids do," he ex­ 
plains. 
His father gave him a small 
allowance but restaurant and 
hotel charge accounts were un­ 
limited "so he would eat.” This 
provided Conrad with cash — 
waiters would kickback when he 
added a large tip to a check— 
‘‘maybe $5 for $10” he says. 
He traveled over the world 
and took ‘every drug known to 
man except STP, a drug so 


weird they don’t know what it 
is.” 
Cheyenne Indians prayed for 
him all night and cured him 
mentally of the hallucinogenics, 
he says. 
He 
was 
physically 
cured of addiction by a sleep 
treatment in Switzerland. 
Through it all, his father’s 
faith in him projected like a bul­ 
wark, and his death brought 
Conrad to reality. Before his 
death, his father had pointed out 
that 
everyone 
advised 
him 
against leaving money to his 
son, but he was, in fact, going to 
leave him a large inheritance 


‘to make the movie you’ve al­ 
ways wanted to make and be­ 
cause I know you will succeed." 
His father didn’t live to see 
his efforts in making this movie 
during these last four and a half 
years but Conrad took the mov­ 
ie cameras to Kansas for his 
grandmother to see before she 
died. 
“She was a wonderful rugged 
woman. At 85. she broke her 
leg, reached down and set it 
herself. I loved hearing her sto­ 
ries about her pioneer family 
and how they slept under the 
stars and worked for the settle­ 
ment, he says.
